To THE CiT1zENs or Hooxsrerr: Your Committee, having at- 
tended to the duties assigned him, respectfully submits the following 
report: . 

It is matter of congratulation that a good degree of prosperity hak | 
attended our schools during the past year, in almost every instance. 
The teachers, with scarcely an exception, have proved worthy of 
the important trust committed to their charge ; some exhibiting un- 
usual talent and energy in their work, while none have failed through 
a deficiency of literary attainments, or a want of fidelity to their em- 
ployers. If some, in their first attempts at teaching, have not mani- 
fested all the skill and success of veterans, it will be easy to make 
proper allowance in their favor. 

The Superintendence of the schools, your Committee has found to 
be no sinecure, but an office demanding much time, anxiety and labor. 
He has made fifty-one visits to the schools, held eighteen sessions for 
the examination of teachets, traveled more than two hundred and 
forty miles, and, what is not least, compiled the reports required by 
the town and state. : 

One of the greatest embarrassments attending this office is found 
in the fact that many teachers fail to make prompt and correct re- 
turns in their Registers. To counteract this evil, the last legislature 
of the state passed a law requiring every teacher to obtain a certifi- 
cate from the Superintending Committee that the Register furnished 
him has been properly filled and returned, which certificate shall 
be presented to the Prudential Committee before any claim can be 
made for services. A strict observance of this law is extremely 
desirable. It is not sufficient that the Register itself be promptly 
returned, but the teacher should present it im person, that any errors 
discovered therein may be corrected by him a receiving his 
certificate. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Miss Sarah F. Otterson, teacher of summer school, has taught in 

this district forty-five months, and given good evidence of efficiency 
.and success. The examination was highly satisfactory. 

Mr. A. ©. Grout is employed in the winter school, which is not 
yet closed. He is competent, energetic and thorough ; well calculated 
to arouse and develop the latent energies of his pupils. This school 
is well advanced, and in excellent condition. 
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DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Miss Minerva J. Cilley and Miss Adolin M. Steele were employed 
in the summer school, the former eight weeks, and the latter six. 
Miss C. is one of our most faithful and successful teachers. Miss 8S. 
is an able and popular teacher, but, in the government of her school, 
was not as successful as could have been desired. 

Mrs. Cynthia L. Osgood taught the winter school. This is much 
the largest school in town, having some excellent scholars, and many 
others that have made fair progress in their studies. Mrs. O. 
labored with fidelity and with ordinary success. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


This school was taught, both in summer and winter, by Miss 
Helen P. Colby, who labored faithfully, and gave good satisfaction 
to the District. Good order was maintained, and fair progress made. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Both the summer and winter terms were taught by Miss Sarah C. 
Willey, a competent and successful teacher. ‘There are some good 
scholars, but irregularity of attendance is a serious hindrance to 
many others. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


The summer school was taught by Miss Hannah M. Prescott, a 
teacher of excellent qualifications, whose labors were attended with 
satisfactory results. 

Mr. Nelson T. Marsh, teacher of the winter school, made his first 
effort at teaching here. Engaging in his work with a good degree of 
earnestness, he succeeded in keeping his school wide awake, and 
secured very good progress. ‘The best trained class in mental arith- 
metic, in town, was found in this school. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Miss Mary 8. Caswell taught the summer school. She is a new 
teacher, well qualified, and sufficiently energetic to maintain order, 
but not always in the happiest manner. Mxperience will probably 
make her a successful teacher. 

The winter school was taught by Mr. John Austin, who commenced 
with a determined ambition to do his best. His energetic endeavors 
were very successful. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Miss Nellie R. Morrill, teacher of summer school, is well qualified 
for her work, and her labors gave general satisfaction. 

Mr. HK. L. Bryant, teacher of the winter school, showed himself 
thoroughly qualified for teaching, and worthy of much commenda- 
tion. This school is in good progress, and, in mathematics, more 
advanced than any other in town. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. bis 
She is 


Miss Rebecca 8. Goodrich commenced the summer school. 
one of our most efficient teachers, but, on account of poor health, 
continued only twelve days. 

Miss Mary Franc Mitchell was employed in the winter cchaplt 
and labored with very commendable zeal, fidelity and success. Con- 
sidering the small amount of money spent in this school, ib is as’ far 
advanced as could be expected. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


The summer school was taught by Miss Ellen M. Emery, a teacher 
of good literary attainments ; but being a new teacher, and the school, 
a difficult. one to govern, her success was not. as great as Was eX- 
pected. 

Rey. C. H. Vinton taught the winter school, and succeeded 
admirably in elevating it to a higher rank. His labors were emal- 
nently successful. fis ;

Some apparent discrepancies in the above cauanate of the per . 
cent of attendance, are accounted for by the fact that fractions are 
sometimes carried out that do not appear in the table. The average 
attendance of all the schools, for summer and winter, is about seven- 
ty-nine per cent ; showing a gain of three per cent in regularity of 
attendance since last year; and indicating an increased interest on 
the part of parents and pupils, as well as improvement, both in the 
ability and faithfulness of teachers.
